Wood teaches the use of Web Browser 12 and telephone 10 and teaches (col. 3, 
lines 50-65) that a personal computer or other communication devices may also be 
integrated with the browser to enable the user to perform voice communications. 
Shachar teaches that a plug-in may be used for voice communications. The 103 
rejection is proper as discussed in detail in the Final Office action. Thus, the user in 
Wood may use any available means for voice communication as suggested by 
Wood. The use of the plug-in is described by Shachar and the advantages of such 

well known in the art. Thus, "integrating" the plug-in as taught by Shachar in 
Wood would have been obvious. For example, the plug-in of Shachar would easily 
and conveniently be "integrated" with a personal computer used in Wood's system.
